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THE COTTON OF VARIOUS CLIMES. 
Ir the shade of one of those vigorous Englishmen who laid the 
foundations of our manufacturing prosperity—a Watt or an 
Arkwright, for instance—could just now revisit the scenes he 
80 dearly loved, how inexplicable would seem to him the 
distress of our artisans! How difficult it would be to explain 
to him why such a calamity should have happened, or, if it had 
happened, why it was not speedily put an end to. Let us but 
review in thought the kind of questions and answers that 
would have to be exchanged. “Has the cotton crop suddenly 
failed through a universal blight?” “No; but we can't get 
our usual supply on account of a civil war in America,”— 
“ What, then, are you dependent mainly upon that one source?” 





“Yes!"—“And were the merchants and manufacturers 
never warned of the danger of thus relying?” “Often ; but 
the warnings were never heeded.”—* Then, of course, there was 
no special cause of fear inherent in the nature of the case?” 
“Indeed but there was; all the cotton from the Southern 
States of America was slave-grown, and there were probably 
few Englishmen who did not believe that some day or other 
the system must come to the ground with a crash,” 

And, if such a glimpse of the causes of our trouble would seem 
necessarily surprising to the shade of a truehearted and strong- 
souled Englishman of an earlier era, how would he look on 
the present aspect of affairs, and on the future prospects of 
remedy they open? Suppose we pursue a little further our 








imaginary dialogue, which, as will be seen, deals with no 
imaginary facts: they, unhappily, are but too real, “How 
long may it be since this war broke out?” “It is now in its 
second year.”—‘ And what has been done by you all in England 
to put an end to so terrible a state of things?” “Byus! O, 
we have read the papers daily, to see how the war was 
going on, and to judge how it was likely to end.”—*“ And 
now?” . “Why, now we incline to think that it grows 
more intense than ever, and that its termination is more 
hopelessly distant.”—“And you really mean to say that 
neither your Parliament, nor your manufacturers, nor your 
cotton operatives have done or are doing anything effectual 
to ensure the reopening of all these deserted or half-deserted 
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mills, and the relief of millions of your people from so un- 
matural a suffering?” ‘ Why, you see, the difficulties of action 
are great.”—“ You mean that cotton grows but in few places, and 
is not of easy culture?” “No; next to corn there is no product 
at once so valuable and so widely dispersed over the globe as 
eotton, or that grows so spontaneously where it grows at all. 
The hand of Providence seems to be everywhere raising up for 
the human family in boundless profusion the corn wherewith to 
make the bread we eat, and the cotton wherewith to make the 
clothes we wear.”—“ Perhaps, then, it is England’s peculiar 
misfortune to be shut out from the cotton-fields of the world?” 
“ On the contrary, she has, in no less than four out of five of 
the great divisions of the world—Asia, Africa, America, and 
Australia—cotton-fields of almost limitless extent.”—* Well, I 
can but venture on two or three questions more (so strangely 
confusing does the whole business appear), Has England any 
high metives of state for not encouraging the growth of this 
all-important plant in her own dominions?” “She has every 
conceivable motive and temptation for doing the very reverse. 
To take a single instance. We now hold India by the tenure of 
a European force seventy thousand strong; if we could but 
substitute for that tenure the right of taking from her three 
millions of cotton-bales for English use, and of repaying her 
by an equal amount of manufactured goods for the use of the 
people of India, we might at once recall half our soldiery : 
these delicate cotton filaments would doubtless prove of greater 
tenacity for holding nation to nation than the strongest sword 
ever forged.”—“ Well, but England is, perhaps, very poor just 
now, unable to do more than take care of these her half- 
famished children who have been so suddenly stricken down ?” 
“Excuse my smile in answer ; we are so troubled with a plethora 
of gold that the Bank of England discounts at two and a half 
per cent ; and capital, not knowing what else to do with itself, is 
flowing away, first to Turkey, then to Morocco, next to Egypt, 
then to Italy; then to Portugal, and seems, indeed, piteously 
begging foreign countries of all kinds to take pity on its 
destitute state.”—“ One guess more, and I have done. Has 
there fallen upon the world an evil period when industrial skill 

and energy are paralysed, and no one has the heart to move in 

an unaccustomed way?” “Come and look at our International 

Exhibition, and there you will have your answer! You will 

see that never before in all human history were the elements of 

industrial prosperity and material grandeur so rife as now.” 

We will not any longer trespass upon the reader's indulgence 
by taking an indirect mode of trying to bring home to him the 
very peculiar position in which we now as a nation stand; but 
we should like to take such a reader with us to the building 
just mentioned, that we might pursue with him the interesting 
question that forms our theme to-day. We should like him to 
see with his own eyes the samples of cotton that are there being 
exhibited, to study their quality, and to mark how wide are the 
geographical boundaries of the world’s cotton-field. We should 
desire him to dwell especially on the samples from India, and 
to note from how many different parts of that splendid country 
we can reckon supplies. No less than sixteen prize medals 
have been awarded for Indian cotton, and the value thus 
suggested is still more directly confirmed by the market prices 
that have been affixed to them by the commissioners, The 
lowest price is 11d. per Ib.; the highest (from Penang), 2s. ; 
and the average 124d, We would ask him to remember that 
India has already, in a single year (1861), sent us very nearly a 
third of the three million bales that we require ; that the most 
popular of all the South American kinds, the New Orleans, 
grows perfectly in India from American seed ; and that the 
best judges calculate that, even at present, the annual growth 
of the country amounts to something like six million bales, or 
twice the entire amount of our demand, Of course, India 
needs cotton for herself ; and cannot, under any circumstances, 
be expected without preparation to spare very largely from 
her ordinary stock ; but still she can spare, no doubt, far more 
than we seem likely to get from her under existing arrange- 
ments, 

From the study of the Indian cotton samples we would have 
the visitor go to that of the samples from Jamaica, which prove 
that our West Indian colonies can grow as good cotton, and as 
eheaply, by free negro labour, as it has been grown in America 
by slaves, He will find among them samples of almost 
fabulons value, varying from 2s. 8d, to 3s, 6d. per Ib, And it is 
estimated that Jamaica alone could furnish half a million bales 
yearly. So again we shall find in the exhibition Barbadoes 
cotton, worth 2s, 10d, a pound ; Bermuda, worth 114d, ; Ceylon, 
worth from 10d, to le, 9d,; and Trinidad, worth 2s, 1ld. Or 
yet again to pass to the samples from quite other parts of the 
world, but still keeping within our own dominions (where it is 
our fellow-subjects who ask us to trade with them by exchanging 
eotton for manufactures), there is Natal, which sends us 
samples ranging in value from 12}d, to 2s., and reminds 
us of the inexhaustible cotton-fields of Africa on which 
Dr. Livingstone has been so wisely eloquent. The plant is indi- 
yenous there, and grows to wondrous profusion, What a 
blessing alike to us and to the benighted Africans would it not 
be if we could teach their chiefs to employ their spare 
population in growing cotton at home as free men instead of 
selling them away to foreign lands to be there similarly 
engaged as slaves! And then, too, there is that recent but most 
wonderful development of British blood and enterprise, the 
Australian community, which promises to be able before long 
to give us all the wool and all the cotton that even our two 
colossal manufactures demand, Take Queensland for instance, 
where the best South American cotton-seed flourishes in perfec- 
tion, both the Sea Island kind, and the less valuable short 
staples. The local Government of the colony appears to be quite 
aware of the value of the prospect. It has offered a bonus of ten 
acres of land for every bale of a certain size of Sea Island cotton 


in a few years. And as to the value of the cotton it produces, 
let. us look to the practical opinions of the commissioners, who 
have affixed the almost incredible price of 3s, 6d. per pound 
to Mr. Rode’s sample ; and there are other samples similarly 
distinguished by the very high price of 3s, 3d. 

Not one bale of cotton, therefore, do we need that cannot be 
well and wisely grown—that is to say, economically—in our 
own colonies, But it is quite certain that we shall not be 
allowed to depend upon them exclusively. Here is Brazil with 
its samples of equal but moderate excellence, averaging in 
value about Is., sending us already—in 1861—nearly 100,000 
bales. Here is Egypt, with its Pacha claiming and obtaining a 
prize for his cotton, valued at 1s, 8d., and telling us, through 
the lips of its excellent Viceroy, that whereas last year it sent 
us about the same quantity as Brazil, we may expect next year 
at least one-half as much more, Syria is trying, and with 
success, both Egyptian and American seed. France, too, is 
joining in the struggle, as the possessor of Algeria; where the 
very finest possible kinds of cotton are being grown, and of a 
commercial value that the exhibition commissioners mark by 
numerous prizes (eighteen) for samples varying in worth from 
2s, 6d. to 3s, 6d. per Ib, Turkey, too, claims to be able to grow 
and sell cetton of a useful kind; so does Russia, her old 
antagonist ; so does Portugal; and so do most of the South 
American Republics. But there is one nation that we should 
have hardly expected to find thinking of cotton just now, when 
arms appear to be so much more attractive to it, and possibly 
in its view so necessary—that is Italy, It is said, and appa- 
rently with truth, that she could give us next year 100,000 
bales by merely devoting to the culture some of those southern 
districts that are now lying waste and breeding miasma instead 
of expending their surplus heat and moisture in cotton. The 
prize samples of Italian cotton in the exhibition are valued 
generally at about 1s, 144. per lb, 

Why, then, are we in our present difficulty, and how are we 
to get out of it? These are the questions we ought to ask, 
and not rest till a clear and sufficing answer has beer given 
to them, Looking practically at the position, we shall find 
that we must distinguish between the countries that cannot 
immediately give us an increased supply and those that can ; 
and the part of true wisdom surely must be to take imme- 
diate help from the one class while urging the other on to give 
us permanent relief, It is probable that India is the only 
country that can be relied on to mitigate our present strait, 
And why do we not seek the co-operation of that country? 
The answer must be, because Indian views of political—which 
means national—economy do not agree with the views of 
English manufacturers, The latter appear to think it very 
good economy to say to the millions of Hindostan. “ Be you 
quite ready to ‘supply, but don’t rely upon us to ‘demand,’ 
No wonder the people of India decline the flattering invitation.” 

* Last May,” says Mr. Saunders, the commissioner appointed 
by the late Lord Canning to inquire into the growth of cotton 
in India, “ I was in the cotton districts ; and, as the period for 
sowing cotton was approaching, I asked some of the growers if 
they intended to increase the cultivation of cotton, as the price 
had risen so high in England? They replied, ‘Sahib, we hear 
of high prices, but there are no buyers or contractors here, 
When the Sahibs want indigo, or sugar, or oilseeds, they come 
among us and build kothees (factories), make advances and 
contracts; but in the case of cotton, which is said to be so 
much wanted, there is not a single Sahib buyer or contractor, 
No ; there is something wrong. We won’t grow more than we 
want for ourselves or our native merchants,’ The mannfacturer 
steadily declines to send out his agent; the Indian landholder 
as steadily declines to increase his cotton cultivation, The 
latter is no sufferer, for he continues to grow his indigo, sugar, 
cereals, kc. ; and will grow cotton when a local demand arises 
for it, and is quite indifferent whether that demand comes ia 
one year, or in ten years, or at all, And what is the position of 
the former? A ruined trade and a starving population 
around him, One-tenth of the funds required to support that 
population during the cessation of the cotton manufacture 
would suffice to establish agencies in Berar and the North-West 
Provinces : that would increase in one season the present pro- 
duction by a million of bales, and, in process of time, would 
produce sufficient cotton to supply all the wants of England.” 
Here is the whole problem for us in a nutshell, We must 
send out agents with the money in their hands to buy, for we 
shall not get Indian cotton sent here on speculation to sell, The 
Hindoos know as well as we do the possible contingency of a 
sudden influx of American cotton, and they are determined 
that if it does take place it shall not be at their cost, And 
however we may turn or twist the matter about, whether we 
say it is or is not in accordance with the teachings of economical 
science, we shall have to come back to the same original start- 
ing-point, Do we need cotton from India? then we must fetch 
it at our own risk. We can get it at a very moderate price ; 
but we must pay that price, not ask the Indians to speculate on 


Many modes of action have been proposed, such as a differen- 
tial duty for a time (say three years) in favour of free-grown 
cotton, which would cause American slave-grown cotton to be 
taxed if it came into competition daring the three years, It 


cotton required for a brief period, taking precautions against 
anything beyond a temporary interference ; or it may guarantee 
a five per cent dividend to cotton companies for a similarly 
short period while they undertake the work and risk, Or, 
lastly, our manufacturers themselves might do all that is requi- 
site by acombination amongst their own members to bay or bar- 
gain for all the cotton they require for a year or two, and so share 
the gain or the loss that might accrue from their cotton-buying 
speculation. If any of these modes are adopted, the end in 
view can clearly be obtained ; and it would be desirable to adopt

MINTON’S 
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THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 
On Thursday afternoon the Commissioners appointed by her 
Majesty to prorogue Parliament took their seats shortly before 
two o'clock. The Commons having been summoned, the 
Speaker, with a few members, appeared at the bar; and, the 
Royal assent having been given to some public and private 
bills, the Lord Chancellor read her Majesty’s Speech, which 
was as follows :— 
My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN, 

We are commanded by her Majesty to release you from 
further attendance in Parliament, and, at the same time, to 
convey to you her Majesty's acknowledgments for the zeal and 
assiduity with which you have applied yourselves to the per- 
formance of your duties during the Session now brought to a 
close. 

Her Majesty commands us to inform you that her relations 
with foreign Powers are friendly and satisfactory ; and that 
her Majesty trusts there is no danger of any disturbance of the 
peace of Europe. 

The civil war which has for some time been raging among 
the States of the North American Union has unfortunately 
continued in unabated intensity ; and the evils with which it 
has been attended have not beex confined to the American 
continent. But her Majesty, having from the outset determined 
to take no part in the contest, has seen no reason to depart from 
the neutrality to which she has steadily adhered. 

Disturbances have taken place in some of the frontier 
provinces of the Turkish empire, and her Majesty has instructed 
her Ambassador at Constantinople to attend a conference to be 
held in that city by the representatives of the Powers who were 
parties to the Treaty of Paris of 1856. Her Majesty trusts that 
the questions to be dealt with in that conference will be settled 
in a manner consistent with the treaty engagements of the 
Allies, and in accordance with the just rights ofthe Sultan and 
the welfare of the Christian inhabitants of his dominions. 

Her Majesty’s forces in China, together with those of the 
Emperor of the French, have lately been employed, in co- 
operation with those of the Emperor of China, in protecting 
some of the chief seats of British commerce in China from 
injury by the civil war which is laying waste portions of that 
vast empire. 

Her Majesty commands us to inform you that she has con- 
cluded a commercial treaty with the King of the Belgians by 
which the trade of her Majesty’s subjects in Belgium will be 
placed, generally, on the footing of the most favoured nation. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE House oF CoMMONS, 

Her Majesty commands us to convey to you her warm acknow- 
ledgments for the liberal supplies which you have granted for 
the service of the present year ; and her Majesty thanks you for 
having also made provision towards placing her Majesty's dock- 
yards and arsenals in a permanent state of defence, 

My Lorps AND GENTLEMEN, 

Her Majesty commands us to express to you the admiration 
with which she has witnessed the undiminished zeal and the 
patriotic spirit which continue to animate her volunteer forces, 

well as the military efficiency which they have attained. 

Her Majesty has observed with satisfaction the kindly inter- 
course which has subsisted between her Majesty's subjects and 
the numerous foreigners who have been attracted this year to 
the United Kingdom, and her Majesty trusts that the inter- 
change of mutual courtesies will strengthen the foundations of 
international friendship and goodwill. 

Her Majesty has given her ready assent to an Act for 
carrying into effect the treaty which her Majesty has concluded 
with the President of the United States for the suppression of 
the slave trade ; and her Majesty trusts that the co-operation 
of the United States’ navy with her own may go far to 
extinguish the desolating crime against which that treaty is 
directed. 

Her Majesty darnestly hopes that the steps which have boen 
taken for rendering more effectual the aid provided by Par- 
liament for the extension of education among the poorer classes 


importance, 

Her Majesty has given her willing assent to many measures 
of public utility which you have submitted to her during this 
Session. 

The severe distress which prevails in some of the manu- 
facturing districts has inspired her Majesty with deep concern 
and warm sympathy, miugled with ion of the manly 
bearing and exemplary fortitude with which the pressure has 





been endured. Her Majesty trusta that the Act for enabling 


of her subjects will tend to promote an object of great national 





boards of guardians to provide additional means of relief wilt 
mitigate that distress. 

The Act for rendering more easy the transfer of laud will add 
to the value of real property, will make titles more simple and 
secure, and will diminish the expense attending purchases and 
sales. 

The Act for the better regulation of parochial assessments 
will tend to a more equal distribution of local taxation ; while 
the Act for the better administration of the highways will, her 
Majesty trusts, improve the means of communication in many 
parts of the country. 

The Act for establithing a uniformity of weights and 
measures in Ireland will apply a remedy to inconveniences 
which have been much felt and complained of as affecting the 
trading transactions in that part of the United Kingdom ; and 
the Act for amending the law relating to the poor will extend 
to the poorer classes of her Majesty's subjects in Ireland better 
means of obtaining relief and medical attendance. 

The Act for the better regulation of merchant shipping her 
Majesty trusts will prove advantageous to the maritime 
commerce of the country. 

In returning to your several counties you will still have 
important duties to perform, and her Majesty fervently prays 
that the blessing of Almighty God may assist your efforts, and 
may direct them to the attainment of the object of her Majesty's 
constant solicitude—the welfare and happiness of her people. 





“GREAT expectations” are the burden of the American 
telegrams, We are also told of much “uneasiness,” a word 
of significance in troubled times, and one which implies an 
unhealthy state of feeling as regards the authorities. It would 
seem that the reluctance of the people to enlist in the armies, 
while the Generals appeared to be objectless and the incidents 
of the war were so disastrous, was represented as being 
unabated ; and the President’s proclamation calling on the 
South to take notice of the new law which made them liable to 
the penalties of treason was regarded as brutum fulmen. The 
intention of employing the negro in military and naval work 
was very unfavourably commented upon by many who grudge 
the “contraband ” any of the gain ofthe war, but was approved 
by his friends as a new recognition of his status as a man and 
a brother. In spite of meetings, which are variously described 
as glorious demonstrations and as utter failures, and at 
which excessively tall talk had been emitted, and the 
most portentous declarations had been made to the effect 
that it was better that every “rebel” should perish 
rather than that the Union should be broken, it appears to be 
sullenly admitted that the mode in which a compromise could 
be brought about was really the subject for the consideration 
of sensible citizens. The President was asked to proclaim 
emancipation everywhere, and amiable philanthropists were 
complacently viewing the possibility of adding the horrors of 
servile war to those of a fratricidal contest; but we are not 
informed that the President or Mr. Seward was lending a 
favourable ear to the project, whatever admiration it might 
excite among the Abolitionists. Assuredly, should the course 
in question be adopted, its results might precipitate an inter- 
ference, in the interests of humanity, by all rulers whose sub- 
jects are sojourners in a country which it is proposed to give up 
to new horrors. In presence of a negro rising, who, for instanc & 
could blame the Emperor of the French for taking measures for 
the protection of the thousands of Frenchmen and French- 
women in the South? The President was still trying to 
negotiate with the Border States ; but it may be that they not 
only know their value, but the singular difficulty of 
tion, and have no desire to be 
Featherbed 'twixt castle wall 
And heavy brunt of cannon bail. 

We are informed that the losses of the Federals during the 
week of slaughter near Richmond are estimated at 16,000. 
The ecstatic admiration of the Southern organs for their 
generals is tremendous ; and Austerlitz, with its trio of Emperors 
on the field and its awful carnage, is considered a small matter 
compared to the recent engagements. The latest mail tells us 
to expect early news of new battles of the utmost importance. 

What we continue to hear from Italy is very unsatisfactory. 
It would seem that a great man is about to make shipwreck of 
his fortunes. The latest acts of Garibaldi, unless they are 
utterly misrepresented, are in defiance of all common sense, as 
we understand it here; nor does all one’s experience of the 
idleness of calculating the results of apparently hopeless insur- 
rection justify us in suspending the judgment that Garibaldi 
is in fatal error. He has arrayed against him the Government 
of the King of Italy, he has compelled the Minister to 
declare in his place that if Garibaldi violates the law “he 
shall feel its stroke”—words which, a year agc, it would seem 
impossible that an Italian statesman should use in regard to 
such a man—and his enlistments, so far as they are known, are 
of the most feeble character. He is said to trust to the magic 
of his name, and he is, moreover, largely supplied with money. 
But what is he to do? Upon whom is his attack to be directed ?* 
Is it to be made upon the army of France, in Rome? Some 
persons affect to believe that the Emperor of the French would 
willingly sec such a state of things as would justify his inter- 
ference in force, in aid of his Roman garrison, and would thus 
compel a resettlement of the Italian question. Others look 
more hopelessly upon this complication, and allege that the 
Italians are so divided by jealousies, and are so inactive, 
except in the fiery hours of battle, that there is no 
hope of a true consolidation of the peninsula, Karl 
Russell's view, though not avowedly based upon the above 
consideration, is thought to be somewhat of this kind, and he 
looks for the happiness of Italy in the existence of at least two 
sovereignties. It is said that Sicily is very desirous of inde- 
pendence, and that her two millions consider themselves 
qualified for self-government, But she has but a small middle 
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« class, or none, and lacks the backbone of endurance—else, there 
are considerations which might induce England to support the 
claims of the islanders ; and, should French interference take 
the form which might warrant our Foreign Office in supposing 
that such interference was not to be unrewarded, the Sicilian 
question will have a fresh interest. Restlessness without 
definite action is as bad for a nation as for an individual, and 
this is the symptom of the south of Italy. 

The magnates have rushed from London, and it is rapidly 
emptying of most other persons who are not detained by “ cir- 
cumstances over which they have no control.” But the great 
show numbers its 50,000 a day, and the end of the season will, 
for some time, produce no perceptible effect upon the atten- 
dances ; and London has always an odd 50,000 or so to spare 
for any extraordinary attraction. Let us add, that though it 
is a very bad time to ask a man for money when he is going on 
a journey (tradesmen are thought to have found out this fact), 
none will less enjoy the holiday on which all well-to-do people 
are now set for the recollection that the last thing before leaving 
was the inclosing a contribution in aid of Lancashire distress.

Ear! RUSSELL, in moving the second reading of this bill, said he believed it 
was understocd, from the notice given by his noble friend (the Duke of 
Newcastle), that it was not intended to go into discussion that day, but that 
the discussion should be taken on going into Committee on Monday, It was 
proposed also on Monday, with the consent of their Lordships, to move the 
suspension of the standing orders, with the view of taking the third reading 
after the Committee upon the same day. 

Earl FORTESCUE said he had seen reports of speeches of an inspector sent 
down to the Lancashire districts to supersede the inspector there, which he 
trusted had not been correctly reported, as they tended to break down the 
distinction between legal relief and charity, and if not actually 
denounced, the application of the labour test. The enunciation of suc 
principles was likely to make the administration of the Poor-law Board and 
its officers a source of weakness instead of an efficient means of giving relief 
in times of distress ; and this had been done at a time when the rates had not 
risen to anything like the amount they had in former ods of distress, 
especially in 1842, and when the rate of sickness and m ity was lower than 
usual in the distressed districts. aa 

Lord REDESDALE apprehended that there would be no objection to the 
course proposcd by the Government, but considered it unfortunate that their 
Lordships had not the power to make any amendment in the moastre, as it 
come from the Commons, it being a money bill,

q UNION RELISF AID BILL. 

Earl RUSSFLL having moved that the House go into Committee on this bill, 
briefly explained the provisions of the measure, which, he said, had already 
been fuily discussed in the other House of Parliament. 

The Earl of MALMESBURY ¢ ted upon the cir stance that, although 
the Government must have anticipated the cotton famine for the last twelve 
months, they should have refrained from bringing forward any measure on 
the subject until a dey or two before the prorogation of Parliament. The 
measure now under discussion appeared to him to be most unwise. In the 
parish in Hampshire, in which he lived, the average of the poor rate, ever since 
he was born, was 3s. in the pound; and yet, although the average rate in 
Lancashire and Cheshire was but 7d. in the pound before the present distress 
began to be felt, the Government came to Parliament and asked them to pass 
a measure which was a direct departure from the Act of Elizabeth, which had 
been in force 260 years. He protested against the bill as and 
unwise, because the worst that could possibly happen was, that before the 
month of March next the poor rate in the three richest counties in England 
would reach 2s. in the pound, 

The Duke of NEWCASTLE defended the conduct of the Government in refe- 
rence to bringing the measure forward, but admitted that the bill could not be 
defended except on the ground that it was an exceptional measure framed to 
meet a temporary and exceptional evil. It was true that the poor-rate in the 
distressed districts had not as yet reached the average of many agricultural 

ishes. That was no doubt correct, but the fact was to be traced to the 
creditable circumstance that the working people had exhausted the whole of 
their savings rather than apply for parochial relief. The Government had 
not interfered at an earlier period of the Session becanse, if they had, they 
would have offered a premium for the closing of mills, and would have dried 
up the sougees of private benevolence. It could not be said that the bill would 
entail liabilities upon future generations, because the money borrowed was to 
be repaid by annual instalments, to be extended over seven years. In his 
opinion the Government would have been most culpable if they had allowed 
Parliament to separate without making some provision to meet the great and 
increasing distress which prevailed in certain districts of the kingdom. 
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On the motion for adjournment to Thursday various subjects came under 
discusion. ‘The necessity of attention to an assimilation of the marriage laws 
of the three kingdoms was urged by Mr. Hennessy and Mr. Whiteside, and 
promised by the Soliciter-General. Mr. Cox asked Lord Palmerston if he 
should be prepared to introduce a Reform Bill. Lord Palmerston said that the 
question of reform was not only important, but beset with difficulties ; and at 
this period of the Session he did not think it would be advisable to express any 
opinion as to what the Government might or might not think fit to do next 
year. The noble Lord also observed, in reply to Mr, Griffith, that the repre- 
sentatives of the Powers which were to the Treaty of 1856 had been 
authorised by their bie sagged Governments to meet at Constantinople on the 
subject of Eastern ts; and the instructions given to the English repre- 
sentatives were, to bear in mind at once the engagements contracted under 
that er i the just rights of the Sultan, and that which was due to the 
welfare of the Christian subjects of the Porte, These principles would no 
doubt be kept in view by the representatives of the other Powers. Tho louse 
adjourned until Thursday,

Lord OVBRSTONE said that the operatives in the distressed districts were 
not paupers in the proper sense of the term, but had been reduced to pau- 
perism by a strict adherence on the part of the Government to a great principle 
of State policy. Under these circumstances, he questioned whether they ought 
not to be relieved by some public rather than local contribution. He deeply 
sympathiced with the operatives in the cotton districts, and he protested 
against their being placed in the ordinary category of paupers. He also sin- 
cerely hoped that before Parliament met again the cruel and unnatural war 
now raging in America would be terminated, and that the Northern and 
Southern States would once more enter into cordial relations with that great 
country from which they claimed a common origin. 

Lord REDESDALE expressed his apprehension that the bill would operate 
with injustice in certain instances which he pointed out, and observed that 
some parishes would not contribute in proportion to their wealth, while others 
might have to pay more than their fair quota. 

After a few words from Earl RUSSELL in reply, the House went into 
Committee, and the various clauses were agreed to. 

The standing orders were then suspended, and the bill was reported, read a 
third time, and passed. 

THE CONFEDERATE STATES. 

An important discussion in reference to the recognition of the Southern 
States was raised by a motion of Lord Stratheden for the correspondence 
which had passed between Mr. Mason, the Confederate commissioner, and 
the Foreign Office. The noble Lord urged strongly that the time had come 
for intervention. 

Earl RUSSELL declined to give the papers asked for. No representative of 
the Southern States had been received officially, and therefore all the corre- 

which had taken place was of an unofficial character. There 

however, a despatch which had between the Government and its 
representative in America which might be published hereafter. It contained 
a statement of the views of the Government on the American question, and 
nothing had occurred to alter their intentions since it was written. If in the 
course of the recess the Government thought it desirable to take any step, he 
should communicate with the great maritime Powers of Europe doing 
£0. He had had no communication from any foreign Power stating a wish 
for recognition of the Southern States. 

The Earl of MALMESBURY, while believing that the question of our inter- 
ference was only one of time, to be decided by the Government, hoped that when 
en this country would be backed by France, Russia, and the 
other great Powers. He also expressed a hope that Lord Lyons would 
speedily return to Washington. 

Earl RUSSELL said there was the most perfect understanding with France, 
and he bad 10 doubt that in any step which might be taken Russia and the 
other Powers would agree.

Engraving is called the Macarthy gin; it consists of a roller covered 
with leather about din. in diameter, having a number of small grooves 


cut spirally on its surface, and is made to revolve about 110 times ina | 


minute. On the face of this roller is a thin steel plate acting against 
it with a slight pressure; it is also furnished with a wire grid, upon 
which the seed with the fibre attached is pushed by hand against the 
face of the roller, which, by means of the spiral grooves and the 
adhesive nature of the leather surface, draws the fibre under the steel 
plate until the seeds come in contact with its edge. While the fibres 
are thus held the seeds are pushed off by the edge of a bar which has 
a vertical vibratory motion, so as to pass the of the plate where 
the seed is held, and thus separate it from the Bre, which is carried 
forward and delivered by a fluted roller in front, which revolves 
in the same direction as the Macarthy ; the spaces of the grid are 
adapted to the size of the seeds to be taken out. The improvements 
made in this machine are a travelling-lattice to facilitate the operation 
of feeding, the introduction of a spiked roller which travels faster than 
the other and separates the tufts of cotton: in detail from the sheet 
spread on the lattice. From the spiked roller the tufts are transmitted 
to the other by a comb, which has a rotatory vibra motion given 
to it through an elastic connecting-rod. There are other minor 
im rovemen‘s which we have not space to describe. The cotton, 
haying been cleaned by means of the gin, is then packed by hydraulic 
pressure. 

The bales of cotton having arrived at the premises of a manufac- 
turer, a very important process has to be gone which can be 
done only by most experienced and skilful tt is the mixing 
tho different bales of cotton in such a manner as to produce the = 
ticular character of material necessary for the purpose required. e 
contents of the assorted bales are spread out in la , 80 as to form 
a stack, called a mixing. From the sides of this cotton is carried 
to the machine called an opener. There are severai deseriptions of 
this machine; we have not space to enter into the detail ef their 
working, but the object sought to be attained in all is to open the 
fibros of the cotton, which have become matted , and to 
extract all impurities that may be in it, such as dried leaves, sand, &o., 
and to do this without damaging the fibre of the cotton. 


THE CARDING-ENGINE. 

The cotton, being thoroughly opened and freed from seed, dirt,and 
any foreign matter that may have got into it, requires now to be still 
further cleaned, and the fibres com and separated to the greatest 
minuteness. This is done by passing the fleece throngh a series of 
machines called carding-engines; these are all modifications of one 
another, having one common object, which is to comb out, separate, 
and arrange in order every individual fibre of the cotton which passes 
through them. They are called carding-engines because they operate 
by means of cards, which are made by fixing staples of very fine wire, 
about half an inch long and a quarter of an inch wide, with a side 
bend in the middle of their length, into a strip of elastic cloth, com- 
posed of caoutchouc, united to a number of layers of cloth made from 
either linen, cotton, or wool, or a combination of these materials. 
These strips are about an inch and a half wide, and of lengths that 
will cover the cylinder upon which they are to be placed by being 
wound spirally upon its surface. These staples or teeth are made of 

‘ying strength of wire, and set in the cloth at pitches to suit the 
parts of the machine, as well as the kind of work they are intended 

tor. They were formerly all set in leather; for wool-carding engines 
they are still so set. When the card is wound tight on the cylinders 
the crossed end of the or are pressed to its surface, so that they 
can neither rise nor fall, but have an elastic firmness which keeps 
them to their work. 

For manufacturing the finest description of yarns it is necessary 
that oe — Range k. many times. The first engine 
used of this class is ¢ the er carding-engine ; it separates 
the fibre and extracts the dirt. The action of all carding- 
engines is similar in character: the cards cover a number of 
cylinders of different diameters, as brushes, the points of one set 
of cards almost touching the points of others. The card- 
rollers are placed in every variety of ition, and revolve with 
different velocities, drawing out and combing the cotten fleece into 
the thinnest sheets of straightened fibre, which is removed from the 
last roller of the machine by a vibratory comb called a doffer. The 
sheet of cotton fibre when struck off the card-roller by the doffer is 
called a sliver, and is coiled into a can. From the first carding-engime 
the cotton passes to 

THE LAP-DOUBLER. 

This is one of the most beautiful in its action, and at the same 
time one of the simplest machines used in the manufacture of 
cotton. By this machine the slivers from the breaker ing- 
engine are formed into a fleece, and coiled into a lap to supply 
the finishing carding-machine. It operates as follows :—Two rows 
of tin cans, with the slivers coiled in them, are on each side 
of a feeding-table, which in plan forms the section of acone. This 
table is furnished with two pairs of plain rollers of the entire length 
of it, and parallel to each of its sides ; these rollers take the slivers 
from the cans and deliver them upon the surface of the table. As 
the slivers travel from the can to the table they pass t h holes 
in a bar of iron to guide them over a curved plate, under which is a 
revolving shaft that carries a boss with three wings opposite each 
sliver. On the top of the curved plate is the fulcrum of a small 
two-ended lever; the lower end hangs under it, and is heavier, to 
give it a vertical direction, so as to cause it to fall in contact with one 
of the wings in the revolving shaft. Thetop ends of these levers pro- 
ject above the plate, and are pressed down by the slivers i 
them.
